The  Shepherd  College  Rams  combined  a  bruising  ground 
attack  with  a  brilliant  defensive  effort  to  defeat  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  in  the  season's  opening  game  as  Wal- 
ter Barr  made  his  debut  as  a  college  head  coach.  Junior 
fullback  Bob  Pope  ran  for  101  yards  on  a  rainy  night  be- 
hind excellent  blocking  on  the  part  of  Mark  McHale,  Paul 
Wilmoth,  Tom  Neal,  Marshal  Derry,  Larry  Slade  and 
Randy  West.  Pope  scored  the  first  touchdown  on  a  seven 
yard  run  in  the  second  period.  Glenn  Cross  teamed  up 
with  senior  Jim  Prince  for  a  20  yard  scoring  play  in  the 
third  stanza  and  Rick  Sands  converted  both  of  the  extra 
point  tries.  John  Akers  intercepted  one  pass  and  Larry 
Sideway  was  a  standout  on  defense. 

RAMS  7  —  GLENVILLE  7 


The  Rams  and  the  Pioneers  teamed  up  in  a  bruising  foot- 
ball game  and  the  final  7-7  score  was  a  tribute  to  both 
defenses.  The  Rams  scored  early  on  a  Pope  TD  run  but 
saw  their  offense  halted  with  the  loss  of  Jim  Prince  who 
suffered  a  season-ending  injury.  Jaye  Copp  and  Paul 
Brown  led  the  Ram  defense  that  also  saw  Steve  Baker 
pick  off  a  stray  pass. 

RAMS  46  —  CONCORD  7 


Enjoying  their  finest  offensive  performance  of  the  sea- 
son, the  Rams  rolled  over  Concord  to  win  the  Civitan 
Bowl  before  a  large  crowd.  Bob  Pope  ran  the  ball  in  for 
the  first  2  TD's  behind  sharp  blocking  by  Larry  Slade  and 
Tom  Neal.  Harry  Thompson,  Chris  Carter,  Marty  Ogle, 
Harry  Deaner  and  freshman  Leon  Burns  all  got  into  scor- 
ing during  the  night.  Jaye  Copp  recovered  one  fumble 
following  a  jolting  tackle  by  Joe  Reel  and  Jerry  Horner 
also  made  some  key  tackles. 

RAMS  14  —  MILLERSVILLE  0 


The  Rams  picked  up  their  second  shutout  of  the  season 
with  a  14-0  win  over  Millersville.  Playing  in  a  steady  rain, 
the  Rams  turned  to  the  power  running  of  Bob  Pope  who 
accounted  for  104  yds.  rushing.  Harry  Thompson  and 
Pope  scored  the  TD's  while  Rick  Sands  tacked  on  both 
extra  points.  Millersville  was  held  to  only  one  first  down 
rushing  during  the  game  as  Joe  Reel  and  Paul  Brown 
constantly  threw  the  Millersville  backs  for  losses.  Lindell 
Smith,  John  Akers,  Steve  Baker  and  Jaye  Copp  each  ac- 
counted for  a  pass  interception  to  stall  the  Maurauder's 
aerial  attack.  Ike  Karavellas,  Butch  Yurish,  Denny  Dit- 
mer  and  Copp  recovered  fumbles  to  give  the  Ram's  of- 
fense the  ball  for  much  of  the  game.  Marty  Ogle  and 
Chris  Carter  joined  Pope  in  the  rushing  effort  that  kept 
the  Rams  scoring  throughout  the  game. 


RAMS  17  —  W.  VA.  TECH  17 


Rick  Sands  split  the  uprights  with  a  pressure  field  goal 
from  47  yards  out  in  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game  to 
salvage  a  17-17  tie  with  this  arch-rival  on  Homecoming 
Day.  Bob  Pope  and  Harry  Deaner  scored  the  Shepherd 
touchdowns. 

RAMS  0  —  WEST  LIBERTY  14 

Shepherd  suffered  its  only  defeat  of  the  season  at  the 
hands  of  state  champion  West  Liberty  by  a  14-0  mark. 
With  half  of  their  starting  backfield  out  for  the  season 
with  injuries  (Pope  and  Carter),  the  Ram's  offense  could 
not  get  on  the  scoreboard  and  an  overworked  defense  had 
to  play  most  of  the  game.  A  recovered  fumble  by  Steve 
Baker  handed  the  Rams  a  scoring  opportunity  late  in  the 
game  but  a  potential  TD  pass  from  Mike  Calhoun  was 
dropped.  The  rugged  contest  saw  QB  Glenn  Cross,  tackle 
Steve  Clarke  and  a  number  of  other  Rams  injured. 

RAMS  37  —  TOWSON  0 

The  defense  had  its  best  afternoon  of  the  season  as  it 
registered  another  shutout  by  stopping  Towson,  37-0. 
Shepherd  tied  a  state  conference  record  by  intercepting 
eight  passes  in  the  game  and  John  Akers  lead  the  way 
with  four  of  the  thefts.  Rick  Sands  kicked  three  field 
goals  and  added  four  extra  points  to  lead  the  Ram  of- 
fense that  scored  in  every  quarter.  Freshmen  Leon  Burns 
and  Eddie  Farris  each  got  a  TD.  Jaye  Copp  and  Joe  Reel 
combined  for  twenty  tackles  and  Mike  Calhoun  was  bril- 
liant as  the  field  general  in  his  first  start  of  the  year  at 
quarterback. 

RAMS  21  — 

BRIDGEWATER  7 

The  Rams  rolled  up  twenty  one  points  in  the  second  quar- 
ter and  then  turned  the  action  over  to  the  defense  in  a 
21-0  shutout  of  Bridgewater  away  from  home.  Harry 
Thompson,  Denny  Buracker  and  Marty  Ogle  each  ran 
over  one  touchdown  and  Rick  Sands  added  all  the  extra 
points. 

John  Akers  picked  off  his  eighth  pass  interception  of  the 
season  to  lead  the  conference  while  teammate  Steve 
Baker  snared  two  enemy  tosses.  Junior  fullback  Marty 
Ogle  drew  a  starting  assignment  and  ran  for  135  yards  to 
lead  a  Shepherd  offense  that  netted  377  yards  in  the 
game.  Mike  Calhoun  connected  on  nine  of  the  14  pass  at- 
tempts for  the  Rams. 


RAMS  13  —  SALEM  10 


Down  by  seven  points  at  the  half,  Shepherd  stormed  back 
on  a  TD  run  by  Marty  Ogle  and  a  field  goal  by  Rick 
Sands  to  upset  powerful  Salem  away  from  home  in  one 
of  the  finest  games  of  the  season.  A  field  goal  by  Sands 
was  the  Ram's  only  score  in  the  1st  half  but  they  re- 
turned to  the  field  in  a  fired-up  team  in  the  2nd  half  to 
pull  out  the  win.  Lindell  Smith  picked  off  two  passes  to 
provide  the  defensive  spark  that  the  Rams  needed  in  the 
second  half.  Marty  Ogle  ran  for  146  yds.  in  40  carries  be- 
hind a  Shepherd  offensive  line  of  Mark  McHale,  Tom 
Neal,  Eddie  Campbell,  Larry  Slade,  Marshall  Derry  and 
Paul  Wilmoth. 

RAMS  19  —  FROSTBURG  3 

The  Rams  rang  down  the  curtain  to  close  the  season  with 
a  ringing  victory  over  Frostburg  before  an  overflow 
crowd  in  Shepherdstown.  A  touchdown  by  Marty  Ogle 
and  a  field  goal  by  Rick  Sands  had  the  Rams  on  top  by  10 
at  the  half.  Tim  Stoner  accounted  for  two  pass  intercep- 
tions, Glenn  Cross  sparkled  with  his  running  from  a  half- 
back post,  Joe  Reel  closed  out  a  brilliant  career  with  a 
great  defensive  performance  and  Jerry  Smith  personally 
accounted  for  15  tackles.  Shepherd  sent  the  home  fans 
home  in  a  happy  mood  when  they  tacked  on  a  last  play 
TD  as  Mike  Calhoun  teamed  up  with  Harry  Deaner  on  a 
40  yd.  scoring  strike. 

THE  1971  "FIGHTING  RAMS" 

7-1-2 

The  1971  football  season  will  long  be  remembered  at 
Shepherd.  Walter  Barr  returned  to  his  alma  mater  as  the 
head  coach  and  brought  with  him  a  fine  coaching  staff 
that  included  Mike  Jacobs,  Sam  Biller,  Al  Lueck  and  stu- 
dent-coach Dwayne  Colebank.  Installing  a  superb  defense 
that  shut  out  four  of  the  10  opponents  and  building  an 
offense  around  the  bull-like  rushes  of  fullbacks  Bob  Pope 
and  Marty  Ogle,  Barr  gave  the  Shepherd  fans  an  excit- 
ing, well-conditioned  team  that  simply  outplayed  most 
opponents.  Barr  asked  for,  and  got,  100%  effort  and  dedi- 
cation from  a  small  but  enthusiastic  squad.  Plagued  by 
injuries  that  cost  the  services  of  Jim  Prince,  Bob  Pope, 
Chris  Carter,  Steve  Clarke  and  many  others  for  much  of 
the  season,  Barr  was  able  to  turn  to  his  bench  and  find  a 
willing  and  able  replacement  and  the  Ram  attack  rolled 
on. 

Looking  toward  1972,  the  Rams  need  to  recruit  a  good 
group  of  freshman  in  addition  to  receiving  continued  im- 
provement from  returning  veterans.  The  1972  schedule 
shapes  up  as  one  of  the  toughest  in  the  history  of  the 
college.  Mike  Calhoun  and  Mickey  Miller  will  likely  direct 
the  offense  but  help  is  needed  at  the  halfback  posts. 
Glenn  Cross  may  switch  to  the  defensive  backfield  to  fill 
in  for  the  departing  John  Akers  or  Steve  Baker.  Regard- 
less of  the  win-lost  record,  fans  can  expect  to  see  a  well- 
coached,  disciplined  Shepherd  team. 


Academy  and  lost  to  powerful  Western  Maryland  in  a 
short  season.  Coached  by  Colebank,  the  Rams  numbered 
19  freshman  and  one  upperclassman.  Trailing  Massanut-  r  i  u  l- 

ten  with  less  than  five  minutes  left  in  the  game,  the  ^ 
Rams  struck  paydirt  twice  to  pull  out  a  14-12  win.  Quar- 
terback Miller  teamed  up  with  Leon  Burns  on  a  64  yd. 
pass-run  play  for  the  first  TD  and  Burns  tacked  on  the 
next  TD  with  an  85  yd  run. 

Against  Western  Maryland,  the  Rams  rallied  for  15  points  in  the  final  quarter  in  a 
25-15  losing  cause.  Clayton  Anders  recovered  a  fumble  to  set  up  a  Miller  to  Lewis 
Scott  TD  pass  for  one  score  and  a  Miller  to  Eddie  Farris  strike  added  the  final 
touchdown.  John  Fotenos  and  Robin  Breeding  also  recovered  key  fumbles.

In 
Martinsburg  on  September  9,  playing  in  the  Civitan  Bowl,  Shep- 
herd defeated  Concord  46  to  7.  Following  the  contest.  President 
Butcher  presented  two  awards.  Bob  Pope  was  awarded  the  trophy 
for  Best  Back  and  Larry  Slade  the  trophy  for  Best  Lineman. 

At  Homecoming  on  October  9,  Phi  Sigma  Epsilon  fraternity 
President  Harry  Fogle  presented  Harry  Thompson  with  the  award 
for  the  Outstanding  Player. 

Post  season  honors  went  to  seven  players.  Larry  Slade  and  Joe 
Reel  were  mentioned  when  the  1971  NAIA  All-America  football 
squad  was  chosen.  Slade  was  named  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  to  the  All-WVIAC  Football  Team.  Players  who  received  hon- 
orable mention  on  the  1971  All-WVIAC  Team  were  Mark  McHale, 
Marty  Ogle,  Paul  Brown,  Jaye  Copp,  and  Steve  Baker. 

Two  Shepherd  College  football  players  were  awarded  certifi- 
cates of  merit  from  the  West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference for  outstanding  accomplishments.  John  Akers  was  recog- 
nized for  being  tops  in  the  WVIAC  in  pass  interceptions  while  Rick 
Sands  was  designated  as  the  best  field  goal  kicker.

SHEPHERD  68  —  MADISON  63 
For  their  third  straight  win  of  the  season,  Shepherd  had 
to  come  from  behind  to  beat  Madison  College  on  the  los- 
er's hardboards.  Jim  Games  was  high  point  man  for 
Shepherd  by  dumping  in  27  tallies.  Derrick  Raikes  hauled 
in  13  rebounds  for  the  Rams. 

WHEELING  100  —  SHEPHERD  93 
The  Wheeling  Cardinals  stopped  Shepherd's  win  streak 
and  dealt  them  their  first  set  back  of  the  season  in  over- 
time victory.  Although  six  Ram  players  hit  double  fig- 
ures, many  turnovers  cost  them  the  game.  Dave  Rogers 
was  the  big  scorer  again  for  Shepherd  with  19  points.

The  Rams  moved  into  the  quarter  finals  of  the  35th  an- 
nual WVIAC  Tournament  at  Charleston  by  defeating 
West  Virginia  Wesleyan  75-67.  The  win  was  only  the 
sixth  for  Shepherd  in  39  WVIAC  tourney  games,  and  was 
the  first  for  Coach  Bob  Starkey.  Rogers  and  Russell 
emerged  the  heroes  of  the  first  night  and  saved  the  game 
as  the  Rams  team  was  down  by  eight  points  at  times  in 
the  first  half.  Two  minutes  passed  after  the  game  opened 
before  Derrick  Raikes'  field  goal  set  up  the  first  score. 
Down  20-12  with  eight  minutes  on  the  clock,  junior  for- 
ward Dave  Rogers  moved  out  to  pace  the  team.  He 
poured  in  14  of  the  Ram's  25  points  in  the  first  half,  in- 
cluding all  but  one  basket  during  the  last  11  minutes. 
Rogers  11  rebounds  was  high  for  both  teams  as  Wesleyan 
went  out  at  the  half  with  a  29-25  lead.  In  the  second  half, 
Rogers  continued  to  click  and  Dave  Russell  joined  him, 
and  the  Rams  were  in  front  73-66  with  37  seconds  left 
after  Russell  added  on  five  straight  points.  Senior  Tom 
Dickman  closed  out  the  scoring  with  a  free  throw  at  the 
three  second  mark.  Rogers  finished  high  scorer  with  26 
points  and  15  rebounds. 

Heavily-favored  Morris  Harvey  was  closely  contested  by 
the  Rams  in  their  second  tourney  game.  Shepherd  trailed 
by  only  two  points,  70-68  with  only  4:30  remaining  in  the 
game.  A  series  of  turnovers  and  missed  shots  closed  off 
any  hopes  of  an  upset  as  Morris  Harvey  emerged  victori- 
ous, 81-72. 

A  Record  Breaking  Season 

Coach  Bob  Starkey's  fine  team  rolled  up  17  wins  in  a  sin- 
gle season,  had  the  finest  overall  winning  percentage  for 
a  Ram  Basketball  team,  scored  more  points  (131)  on  the 
home  floor  in  a  single  game,  and  went  over  the  100  point 
mark  in  ten  games.  This  year's  well-coached  team  was 
credited  with  570  assists,  a  tribute  to  the  precision  team- 
work that  is  fast  becoming  a  trademark  with  Shepherd 
basketball.  Junior  Dave  Rogers  is  already  nearing  the 
1,000  point  career  scoring  mark  with  yet  another  season 
ahead  of  him.  Rogers  was  named  the  MVP  for  the  Cen- 
tennial Tournament  and  scored  as  many  as  35  points  in 
one  game  against  Salem.  Freshman  Dave  Russell  set  new 
marks  with  20  field  goals  in  one  game  and  a  total  of  42 
points  against  Alderson-Broaddus.  Senior  Tom  Dickman 
rewrote  the  record  book  with  25  consecutive  free  throws 
without  a  miss.  Junior  Derrick  Raikes  hit  on  better  than 
61  per  cent  of  his  shots  from  the  floor,  a  record  that  may 
be  unsurpassed  for  years  to  come.  Flashy  backcourt  ace 
Jim  Carnes  was  credited  with  13  assists  in  one  contest.

Six  Members  of  the  1971-72  swimming  team  established  commendable  records  in  their  special  events  by 
swimming  faster  than  any  previous  Shepherd  team.  Dean  Botsford  led  all  Ram  swimmers  in  individual 
scoring  with  a  total  of  115V2  points.  Botsford  holds  individual  team  records  in  the  200-yard  individual  med- 
ley with  the  time  of  2:17.8,  the  200-yard  backstroke  with  a  time  of  2:23.9  and  the  200-yard  breastroke  with 
a  2:27.8  effort  along  with  being  a  member  of  the  fastest  relay  team  in  the  400-yard  medley  and  the  400- 
yard  freestyle.  Co-captain  Jeff  Rhodes  was  the  number  two  high  scorer  with  94%  points.  Rhodes  set  a  new 
record  in  the  500-yard  freestyle  (1972)  in  the  time  of  5:51.5,  and  also  swam  on  the  Ram's  400  yard  freestyle 
relay  team.  Wayne  Hoffman,  swam  a  close  third  place  in  scoring  with  91  points,  along  with  establishing  a 
new  100-yard  freestyle  team  record  of  :52.9  that  tied  the  pool  record  posted  back  in  1965  by  Tom  Seubal  of 
Roanoke  College.  Hoffman  also  chalked  up  new  Shepherd  team  records  in  the  200  freestyle,  with  a  2:02.9, 
and  :23.7  in  the  50  freestyle,  and  was  a  member  of  two  record  breaking  relays.  Greg  Marks  was  the  fourth 
leading  scorer  on  the  team  with  88  points  along  with  establishing  new  total  point  scores  in  diving.  Marks 
also  swam  the  100  yard  backstroke  leg  of  the  400  yard  medley  relay  team.  Junior  Steve  Gershman,  scored  a 
total  61V2  pts.  along  with  maintaining  his  200  yard  butterfly  record.  Gershman  also  swam  the  100  fly  on  the 
Ram  400  medley  relay.  Dana  Holmquist  ranked  sixth  in  individual  scoring  with  53V2  points.  Dana  also  set  a 
new  1,000  yard  record  with  the  time  of  12:50.1  and  was  a  member  of  the  400  freestyle  relay.  The  interest- 
ing and  very  unusual  thing  about  the  sextet  of  swimmers  for  the  1971-72  Rams  is  the  fact  that  they  broke 
the  individual  records  and  times  of  all  Shepherd  swimmers  since  the  sport  began  in  the  new  Shepherd  pool 
back  in  January  of  1954.
